PHILADELPHIA, January 3, 1894.—

Just as soon, however, as 


the property passes out of the hand 
uf the builders to individuals who are 
to occupy it the assessment is materi- 
ally increased. 
It is probable, there- 


for?, that the new buildings erected 
last year will be placed upon the books 
for the purposes of taxation at not less 
than $16,000,000, which at $1 85 per 
$100, the present tax rate, will give 
the city an additional revenue of 
$296,000. 
These improvements are 


not made without heavy expense to 
the city.

the sales of 


goods as compared with a year ago, 
the following is given : Textile goods 
—1893, $43,893,875; 1892, $70,347, 
882; iron—1893, $40,853,180; 
1892, 


$65,520,921; jewelry shows a decrease 
of 29 per cent; furniture of 26 per 
cent; dry-goods, 20 per cent; hats, 
19.5 per cent; hardware, 19 per cent; 
shoe manufactures, 18 per cent; and 
clothing, 10 per cent. 
Throughout 


the entire Hal giucciita tiUju« ohowca 
an increase in the volume of trade, and 
that was 1 per cent. The report 
shows further that the failures in 1893, 
both in number and amount involved, 
largely exceed those of any preceding 
year for a long time.

were children under 5 years of ago. 
The increase over the previous week 
was due to the influenza, there being 
•13 deaths directly attributed to that 
disease, while from inflammation of 
the Inngs there were 102, consump- 
tion, 111, and disease of the heart, 41. 
Other 
causes were: Alcoholism, 8: 


apoplexy, 20; Uright's disease, 10; 
casualities, 8; convulsions, 20; dipth- 
llieria, 18: scarlet fever, 2; typhoid 
l v , . l , l , 
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the bronchi, 21; inflammation of the 
stomach nnd bowels, 11; marasmus, 
19: old age, 29; nnd paralysis, 13. 


The death rule per 1000 last year 


was 21.20, which included deaths by 
violence, drowning, etc., while from 
specific diseases the rate was 19.85. 
During thu year there were reported 
:!,128 cases of diphtheria, with 892 
deaths. The largest number of deaths 
from the disease occurred during Jan- 
uary, February and March, the total 
being 370. 


During the past week there wer<> 


reported 51 cases of diphtheria, wit'i 
18 deaths; 42 cases of scarlet fever, 
with two deaths, and 28 cases of 
typhoid fever, with seven deaths. 


There were remaining under treat-

If the poor wero getting poorer 


under Republican rule, how was it tbe 
Democrats found them rich enough tc 
rob after ;iO years of taxation? Have 
not tho Democratic party taken from 
them their employment and their wages 
and robbed them of what the Republic- 
ans had left? lias not tho poverty ol 
the poor increased tenfold under sis 
months of Democratic administration!

April 22, 188(i, in a message to the Ben- 
ate and house of representatives on the 
arbitration of labor disputes. This was 
a proper subject for the chief executive 
of the cation to deal with, and his sen- 
timents, as expressed, were proper. But 
what was his meaning? 
Have his ac- 


tions proved the honest intent of hie 
words? Or were these words, like so 
many others that he has uttered, bat 
mere catch pennies—mere bids for de- 
bauching the franchise "at the people's 
expense?" Let us see. 


We now have before us the fear of 


free trade. The Democratic adminis- 
tration proposes to "reform" (save the 
mark I) the tariff that protects labor. 
''The welfare of the laboring man 
should be regarded," said Mr. Cleve- 
land? All that he carts for and the 
free trade bosses care for is to get 
cheap foreign luxuries from Europe and 
wear foreign made clothes. They don't 
care for American goods or clothes made 
by American labor. 


How will these changes in the tariff 


affect labor? If the Democratic admin- 
istration adheres to its platform upon 
which it was elected to office, it will 
put a revenue tax upon coffee, tea and 
sugar. 
These are three articles of 


daily use in every hon.,eliold. It means 
an increase of nearly 10 cents perpound 
in the price of cortee, i,> cents more 
per pound to pay for tea and an increase 
of from 1 to 2 cents per pound in the 
price of sugar. Besides this the internal 
revenue tax on beer is to be doubled, so 
that tha worldngman will have to pay 
more money tor his beer or else get less 
beer for his money.

A Curious Bodily Orpaii That IH au Enig- 


ma Jiv<:ii in VhyKicituis. 


The humtm spleen is a physiological 


mystery—one of the enigmas of the hu- 
man makeup. 
It is a spongy, pulpy or- 


gan, weighing about two pounds on au 
average, varying in .shape in different in- 
dividuals, the color much resembling that 
noted in the kidneys and liver. 
Two or 
three hundred years agu Uiu JU. D.'s m:io 
almost unanimous in the opinion (hat it 
secreted a "venom," and thnt the fre- 
quent and persistent use of cathartics was 
very neces&ary in order to eliminate the 
"spleenic poisons" 
from 
the system. 


Shakespeare and other writers ol' the rath- 
er indefinite period mentioned above fre- 
quently allude to the "venom of the 
spleen," and one eminent fellow of the 
Royal society advocated the curious idea 
of removing the organ and extracting its 
poisons in alcohol to be imeil in neutralis- 
ing the virus of blood poisoning. 


Practically speaking, the spleen is an 


unknown organ even to the enlightened 
physicians of todny. One of them will tell 
yon that perhaps it has its uses; that it 
may serve tho purpose of 
vv ithdnin ing 


surplus blood from the circulation when, 
the heart is unduly or unnaturally excit- 
ed, and that in all probability it acts as a 
kind of safety valve to hold the action of 
other organs in check, arid then if you 
press him still further ho will tell you— 
providing he keeps his temper—that he 
doesu't know anything about itl That 
has been my experience lit lojist. 


But. I haveu'C told you anything'yet 


about the spleen in particular, and trom 
the admission already made as to the "un- 
knowableness" of the organ it is not at all 
likely that this "note" will prove n store- 
house of splenic information. 
One writer 


on oddities in physiology believes its func- 
tions to be the formation of red blood cor- 
puscles from white ones, but as it ia a 
granular organ with no outlet for secretion 
it ia safe to say that it was not put in its 
present position for the purpose mentioned. 
J believe that the idea arose from the fact 
that more red blood corpuscles are found 
in the spleen than in the organs adjoin- 
ing it. 


Although the normal weight of the or- 


gan under discussion is two pounds, there 
(ire cases on record of its being found in a 
diseased condition, weighing upward of 
80 pounds. 


Removal of the spleen does not seem to 


interfere with the general health and spir- 
its, which seems to argue in favor of the 
idea of its being a "useless bodily organ." 
Zacarelli was the first to make an opera- 
tion of the kind in 1549. 
Gilson collected 


statistics of IS removals, the patient fully 
recovering in each instance.—St. Louis 
Republic.

; sidered, has been created by the accounts 


j given of a singular plant found in Queens- 


I land and Australia, known to the people 


as the pituri, or aa it has been popularly 


, spelled pitcheri, pichourg, or even bill- 


I gery, known to botanists, however, as Du- 


i boisia 
or Anthocercis hopwoodl. 
The 


leaves, it seems, are gathered annually 
during the month of August, when the 
plan is in blossom; they are dried, first by 
a process of straining, and then packed iu 
hemp bags for purposes of trade. 


In preparing the article for consumption 


it is damped, mixed with ashes and rolled 
up into the shape of a cigar, which the 
people chew, sticking it during the inter- 
vals of chewing behind the ear. Theell'ect 
,of the smoking of this novel cigar is very 
peculiar, rendering the smoker for the time 
being almost insane when indulged in too 
freely, but when smoked in moderation the 
leaves have a powerful stimulating effect, 
with symptoms similar to those produced 
by excessive strong drink. A more impor- 
tant use of pituri is the chewing of a small 
Quantity of the leaves ior the purpose of 
assuaging hunger, a person using them in 
this manner being enabled to undertake 
long journeys without fatigue and with 
Jittle food.—Kew York Tribune.
